It meant 
jot only the breaking away from 
communal life, but the -establish- 
ment of the idea of individual hold- 
ings, a thing unknown in Russia 
and inconceivable to Doukhobor 
minds until it was demonstrated in 
Canada. From this moment may be 
said to date the determination of 
Peter Voregin to move the com- 
‘munity to some other — province 
where conditions would) be more 
favorable for continuing the com- 
munity lite and less subject to the 
disintegrating influences which Had 
now begun to operate in Saskatche- 
wan. 

This’ happened about five years 
ago, and in a year and a half later 
Veregin had secured, by private 
purchase, his first land holdings in 
British Columbia, and had moved 
the first instalments, two thousand 
of his people. Thus at the end of 
little more than one decade. these 
people once more had to face an- 
other trek into the unknown with 
the same accompanying conditions 
that signalized their departure from 
the iand of their birth and perse- 
cution. 

The Doukhobors have now acquir- 
ed 1,403 acres in British Columbia 
ab a cost of $646,017, and have es- 
tablished four large settlements at 
Brilliant Glade, Pass .Creek and 
Grand Forks.

They had no 
money, they arrived at a bad time 
of the year, for the Winter lay just 
in front of them; they were -unpre- 
pared “for the rigorous weather of 
the prairies, and they were without 
their leader. But they never lost 
heart. Lacking horses and ‘teams, 
the women turned to and hauled 
the plough and scattered the seed, 


-| whilé their husbands and sons went 


to work on railway construction to 
earn a few needed dollars. 

‘A cifeumstance which has done 
much to bring the Doukhobors into 
disrepute and to create a wrong im- 
pression concerning them was the 
unfortunate ‘‘pilgrimage’’ near 
lYorkton in 1899. On this occasion 
several hundred Doukhobors were 
induced by a fanatic to abandon 
their homes and march out uncloth- 
ed across the snowy prairies on a 
religious pilgrimage in quest of 
Christ. It was a purely fanatical 
proceeding indulged in by a very 
smal] number and condemned by 
the vast majority of the community, 
but it was taken as a representative 
act, which it was not, and has never 
since been repeated. *

ANTS AS REMEDIES. 


In Europe Preparations Made 
From Insocts Are Used. 


Among the last of the remedies 
provocative of nausea of the. imagi- 
nation to disappear from the lists 
of official remedies have been pro- 
parations made from ants. Such 
preparations, however, have not 
obtained much recognition in this 
country, even among the wise old 
women in domestic practice— 
though in parts of Europe they are 
yet in use, Ant baths, made by 
boiling ants in water, are yet in use 
by Bavarian peasants for rheuma- 
tism aml gout, and also in Hessen 
and Hungary. In Bohemia, it is 
said, for paralysis of the lower 
limbs patients are placed in an ant- 
hill and allowed to remain until the 
whole body is covered with the in- 
ts, which are then shaken off, 
when the cure is effected. In Bran- 
denburg an aching tooth is rubbed 
with blood by means of a crust of 
bread, and the crust is then placed 
in an anthill. 

Impoverishment of blood is cured 
by means of an egg buried in the 
hill of the large red ante, The egg 
must have been laid by a pure 
white or black hen, and must have 
been found when still warm. In 
Oberwalz the crushed eggs and lar- 
vyae of ants stirred up with cream 
are used as a remedy for coli A 
salve made from wood ants,dog fat 
and coal dust is said to be used by 
Hungarian gypsies against goitre. 
There is in use in Montenegro the 
“ant suture’’ in domestic surgery. 
Those who had been bittem by ants 
had noticed that the heads mmain- 
ed clinging to the skin when the 
body was torn away, being held in 
place by the powerful mandibles. 
The idea was thus suggested that 
the ants’ jaws could be used to close 
the edges of wounds. The edges of 
the cut are pressed together, an 
ant’ is held so that its jaws will 
grasp both sides and its body is out 
off. Several are applied along the 
wound and serve instead .of the 
usual catgut stitches. 
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Selected Recipes.

Rocks.—-Three eggs, one and a 
half cupfuls flour, one cupful but- 
ter or part butter and part drip- 
ping, one pound raisins, one tea- 
spoonful soda dissolvéd. in on¢é 
tablespoonful hot water, nutmeg or | 
cinnamon to taste, a pinch of salt, 
flour enough to make a batter that 
will drop from a spoon. They must 
run a little in the pans and must 
be baked in greased tins. 

Green Tomato Mincemeat.—Half 
peck green tomatoes, sliced, 0 
tablespoonfuls salt. Let these 
stand together two hours, and 
drain. Cover with cold water and 
boil for two hours, Prepare half a 
pound of chopped suet, two pounds 
raisins, chopped fine, two pounds 
brown sugar, one pint cider vine- 
gar, Gwe teaspoonful each of cinna- 
mon, cloves, mace, and nutmeg. 
This will keep in jars all winter and 
is equal to mincemeat made with

Sippets with Milk.—One slice dry 
toast, one tablespoonful butter, 
three-fourths pe acalded milk, one- 
eighth teaspoonful salt.

Feeding fer Milk Production. 


There are two factors 
‘largely control the ecenomical pro-| 
}duction of milk. One is the adap- 
_tability of the cow used for this pur- 
|pose and depends upon her indi- 
ividual breed characteristics. The) 
jother is the amount and kind of | 
food eaten. The problem confront- 
jing the dairyman is the production 
lof the largest amount of milk and 
| butter at the least expense. In or- 
ider that this may be realized, both 
the important factors mentioned 
must receive careful attention, 
writes Mr. C. H. Eckles. 

In most cases the largest direct 
expense is for feed. Everyone fa- 
miliar witfi the prevailing condi- 
tions knows that a large amount of 
feed is used without producing the 
results it should. It would be safe 
to say that the average yearly milk/| 
production per cow could be in- 
creased by one-half or three-fourths 
by following better methods of feed- 


: 


ng. 

Every owner of a cow welcomes 
the time when the animal can be 
jturned out to pasture. Not only 
jis the labor and expense connected 
(with winter feeding done away 
| with, but each cow is expected to| 
igive the best resulta of the year on! 
\grass. In changing from dry feed | 
| to grass, it is best to go somewhat 
islowly, especially with heavy milk- 
The young, immature 
‘grass of early spring contains a 
large amount of water and a small 
Lamount of dry matter, and it is al- 
‘most impossible for a heavy milk- 
ing cow to eat enough of such feed 
to supply the necessary amount of 
nutrients. 


Wheat and Rye Pastures 


are of the same nature. Another 
reason for putting cattle on pasture 
gradually rather than suddenly is 
ithe effect on the taste of the milk. 
When a cow is changed at once from 
a grain ration to grass a very mark- 
ed taste is developed in the milk, 
while if this change in feed is made 
gradually and not suddenly the 
change in the taste of the milk is 
scarcely noticed. 

Soon after the cows are on pas- 


ture they reach the maximum pro-}|. 


duction of milk for the year. This 
suggests what the dairyman must 
do in order that the production of 
milk may be the largest. It is to 
imitate these summer conditions as 
far as possible throughout the re- 
mainder of the year. This is what 
the careful dairyman and skilled 
feeder does, and the results corre- 
spond closely to the success with 
which these summer conditions are 
maintained. The summer condi- 
tions which bring about the maxi-

|mum production and which are to 


be maintained as far as possible 
throughout the year, are described 
in the following statement : 
First—An abundance of palatable 
food, 
Second—A balanced ration. 
Third—Succulent feed. 
Fourth—Moderate temperature. 
Fifth—Comfortable surroundings.

Large Quantities of Milk. 


As long as fresh pasture grasses 
are abundant, the ordinary cow is 
about as well provided for as she 
can be to produce milk economical. 
ly. Unfortunately, the season of 
abundant pasturage is sometimes 
short. In many localities, a dry 


period, often of several weeks, oo 
curs during the middle” or latter 
part of summer and the pastures 
become short insufficient to 
maintain a full flow of milk. This 
season is often the critical time of 
the year for the dairy cow. It is 
probable that as much loss occurs 
one year with another by lack 
feed at this time as occurs from im- 
proper feeding during the winter 
season, When the season of dry 
feeding arrives, the farmer expects 
to feed his stock and is prepared 
for it’ On the other hand, as long 
as the cattle are on pasture and the 
field work is pressing, the tendency 
is.to let the cows get along the best 
way they can. ;

Moldy corn will produte blind 
staggers in horses, ani! it should 
never be fed to them. Every 
there is considerable trouble with 
this disease in the West, and in al- 
most every case the cause is moldy 
corn. If this corn does not produce 
blind staggers, it will tend to in- 
jure the physical condition of the 
animal. So don’t feed it, and be 
careful about pasturing the horses 
in stalk fields where there is moldy 
corn. 


Good Poultry Rules. 


It is urged that all farmers and 

ultrymen adhere strictly to the 
ollowing rules in handlmg their 
poultry and eggs: 

First—Keep the nests clean ; pro- 
vide one nest for every four hens. 

Second—Gather the eggs twice 
daily. 

Third—Keep the eggs in a cool, 
dry room or cellar. 

Fourth—Market the eggs at least 
twice a week.

The Value of the Milk Shed. 


Every farmer should build a small 
shed or compartment of some kind 
in which to stand the cows at milk- 
ing time. The nearer the barn the 
better. 

It should be well ventilated in the 
/summer and made warm during the 

| winter months by setting up fodder 
around it or lining it with building 
paper or roofing thaterial. 

The shed may be of any size de- 

sired, but ample room for one cow 
is all that is necessary. Have nails 
| arranged on the wall for hanging 
| milk pails in places of safety while 
| the cows are being led to and from 
) the shed. 

If there are any sore teats, caked 
udders or others ailments to be 
treated, the milk shed offers a safe 
place in which to do it quick and 
any trouble with the animals m 
hand will cause no disturbance 
among the other members of the 
herd. Spraying solution is also 
easier applied in the shed than any- 
where else. 
| Where one feeds the cows at milk- 
\ing time the milk shed removes the 
difficulty of feeding the cow. that is 
being milked in sight of the other 
animals. Some cows will fret and 
worry away a large portion of their 
milk if another cow is being fed in 
sight or hearing of them. 
feeding the cow in the milk shed 
makes it unnecessary to use 80 many 
feed troughs. 

By keeping it well cleaned out 
and properly drained the milk shed 

jis always ready to lead the cow into 
| and milk under agreeable and sani-; 
}tary conditions. If it be In the sum-! 
}mer time the shed may be darkened 
land the pesky flies thus got rid of, 
lwhich means a lot of solid comfort! 
'to both the cow and the milker, as 
iwell as a greater amount of milk.| 
|, With proper ventilation such a shed 
lis also much cooler than the swel- 
'tering dairy barn where the ani-|

Bars to Stay Closed Until 8 O’Clock—Bottle Gosda 
Must Not Be Sold Over the Bar 


A despatch from Toronto says: 
Two hours taken off the time dur | 
ing which liquor may be sold in 
hotels and the prohibition of the 
sale of bottle goods over the bar to 
be taken off the premises, are the 
principal amendments proposed in 
the Government's liquor license 
legislation this year. The bill to 
amend was introduced by Hon. W. 
J. Hanna, Provincial Secretary, in- 
to the Legislature on Wednesday 
evening. It contains four~clauses. 

Clause 1 seeks to define what is 
meant by ‘‘tavern license,’’ which 
it is declared shall mean a license 
for selling liquor for consumption 
only on the licensed premises in 
which the liquor is sold. 

Clause 2 amends the section of the 
act respecting shap licenses. Mr. 
Hanna pointed out that in Toronto 


a tavern license cost $1,600 a year\bars to open after 6 o'clock.

During the month of March, accord- 
ing to the record of the Department 
of Labour, 480 industrial accidents ov- 
curred, of which 98 were fatal and 387 
resulted in serious injuries. This is 
eight more fatal and thirteen fewer 
non-fatal accidents than were record- 
el in February. The record for 
March 1912, was 113 fatal and 356 non- 
fatal accidents. The greatest number 
of fatal accidents occurred to em- 

loyees in steam railway service. Of 

e non-fatal accidents, 115 steam rail- 
way employees were injured. In the 
metal trades 102 workmen were injur- 
ed, while in the building. trades. 2 
workmen were injured.
